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Wage race in the Treasury 


THE TREASURY men who are stopping work for the next 
three days have a legitimate grudge. They have been left 
behind in the wage race by the tax officials — who get 4 
special allowance, and some of whom (Customs and Excise) 
are currently applying sanctions te win more allowances still 

It all started with the “special increment" provision author- 
ized in a collective agreement signed four years ago. People 
with specially qualified, specially. arduous or specially disagree- 
able duties were pérmitted to negotiate an extra wage in- 
crement as a form of compensation.. 

The decision necessarily brought confusion, because the 
grade system is already based on differences of skill, effort, 
and the rest. . 


But the Treasury made things worse by mishandling the 
inerement. Instead of confining the extra salary to officials, 
like the tex assessors, who have to pit their wits against an 
army of lawyers and accountants every time they examine 2 
tax return, the benefit was extended to all employees in the 
Customs Department, skilled and unskilled, without exception. 

This approach had the merit of keeping pay differentials 
within the Customs Department broadly unchanged, as between 
those at the top of the Jadder and those at the bottom. How- 
ever, it fractured the principle of equality between civil ser- 
vants inside the tax office and those outside it who happen to 
be doing the same kind of work. 


Given that the problem exists — and Finance Minister Ra- 
binowitz does not deny it — the Treasury men are spoiling 


out of the impasse. Mr. Rabinowitz asks that instead of 
striking, officials in the Finance Ministry possess 
with patience until the committee reports. The officials refused. 

They feel hard done by. But giving in to them must mean 
- in the end granting the special increment to the entire civil 
service; and that would open the gate to new demands by 
the tax officials for the special treatment that had ceased to. 
be so special. 


The strikers are therefore insisting on something that can- 
not be done. The Customs men have put themselves in the 
same position, by demanding extra pay for handling the Value 
Added Tax. The tax presents new problems that have to be 
solved, new procedures that have to be assimilated, that is 
true. Bat no one will be required to do a longer working 
week than he does today; and if there should be temporarily 
overtime hours, there will be overtime pay. - 

Industrial action should only be undertaken for benefits that 
the employer can reasonably be expected to provide. Neither 
of the work disputes in the Treasury falls into this category. 
The holdups will damage the public interest, without forwarding 
anybody's private interest. : :

THE BLOODY civil strife, in

the danger that implies. 

Through all this, thé Israel] 
Government has done nothing but 
talk. Yet it can still act toreverse the 
situation and must do so If it is to 
avoid worse trouble. 

The Syrians. who have long 
dreamed of a “Greater Syria” that 
would include Lebanon (and the 
territory of Israel), had been direc- 
ting the Moslem side in the fighting 
through their own a-Saeka com- 
manders. When at last it looked as if 
per hand, they moved in bat- 
talions 'of the so-called ‘‘Palestine 
Army." which is stationed on their 
territory and comes under their own 
genera! staff. 

This was, in fact, a thinly- 
disguised Syrian invasion. It is now a 
fait accompli, Tt has not, to be sure, 
destroyed the Christians’ staying- 
power, but it Has seriously shaken 
them. 


This invasion was immediately . 


followed by threats and political 
pressure. Syria’s Foreign Minister 
and its commander-in-chief went to 
Beirut and succeeded — for starters 
— in imposing an interim surrender 
{what we too have learned to call a 
“ceage-fire’”’) on the Christians. This 
ends the communal balance that had 
obtained hitherto. Henceforth — if 
the sides indeed honour the 
“agreement’? — Lebanon's army 
chief, until] now a Christian named 
by the country's Christian president, 
will be appointed by the Cabinet. 
And the Prime Minister, until now 
appointed — and dismissed — by the 
President, will be chosen by the 
Parliament. Christians and Moslems 
will have equal representation in this 
Parliament, not the six-to-five edge 
in favour of the Christians that had 
been constitutional before. 

This “interim settlement” under 
Syrian political and military 
patronage means one thing — 
Lebanon's submission to Moslem,. 
Fatah power — its Syrianization. 
Something new on our northern 
border.

b) The immigrant is not made 
aware of the legal implications of 
various documents he Is expected to 
eign in Hebrew — whether it is a 
lease or a power of attorney for a 
customs agent. 

6) The immigrant has to wait in 
queues as a matter of principle. 

ἃ) Far too much depends on the 
discretion of the official concerned. 

e) Practically everything has to be 
transacted in person and nothing can 
be -settled expeditiously over the 
phone or by letter.
